GRETA GARBO and JOHN BARRYMORE

Greta Garbo, the incomparable Greta, and John Barrymore, 
one of the most dominant personalities on the screen. All the 
superlatives have already been used in describing them. 
Neither has yet given a bad performance and in Grand Hote/ 
they provide their best. Garbo plays Grusinskaya, the dancer, 
who is about to commit suicide because she fears she has lost 
her public but who resolves to live when John Barrymore, 
as Baron Gaigern, an hotel burglar, convinces her of his love. 
This is their first screen coupling but, let us hope, not their 
last. 
CHARLES FARRELL and JANET GAYNOR 

Even to-day film fans regret that Janet Gaynor and Charles 
Farrell are not married in real life, so popular a screen couple 
have they become. Though they are both happily married 
—Janet to Lydell Peck and Charles Farrell to Virginia Valli— 
their screen-love-making is never unconvincing. Their 
partnership began with the silent Seventh Heaven and con- 
tinued through Street Angel, Sunny Side Up, High Society 
Blues, The Man Who Came Back, Merely Mary Ann, Delicious, 
and The First Year. This last film shows them for the first 
time together as a married couple, thus satisfying those 
romantics who have longed for their screen marriage. 


EDNA BEST and HERBERT MARSHALL 

Here is true romance. Herbert Marshall and Edna Best 
have been happily married since 1929 and are able to put on 
the screen so true a picture that they are among the most 
popular of screen couples. Once Edna went to Hollywood, 
leaving Herbert in New York. But, without even having 
unpacked her trunks, back across that vast continent scurried 
Edna, unable to support life with Herbert so far away. That 
may not be business, but it is love. The Calendar, Michael and 
Mary and The Faithful Heart are three outstanding suc- 
cesses due so largely to the very excellent team work of 
Herbert and Edna. 


MARLENE DIETRICH and CLIVE BROOK 

Marlene is exquisite and Clive Brook the essence of 
masculinity. Marlene is a product of Germany; Clive is 
British born ; but they have made their greatest successes in 
Hollywood. Though they have played together only in 
Shanghai Express, the one is a perfect foil for the other. Clive 
is a typical Englishman, self-reliant and imperturbable, while 
Marlene has set a new fashion in film stars—marvellously 
gowned and exquisitely poised. They are alike in that they 
rely on restraint of voice and action rather than on histrionic 
diction and gesture for their best effects. 


CLARK GABLE and JOAN CRAWFORD 


So far, Clark Gable and Joan Crawford have been seen only 
twice together on the screen but these appearances have added 
indisputably to their respective reputations. Clark Gable is 
the sensational “he-man” of the screen and Joan Crawford 

. well, we all know our Joan .. . a fine actress and a 
charming personality. During her recent visit to England 
we took her to our hearts completely. From a “ heavy” role 
in Dance, Fools, Dance to the hero in Laughing Sinners was a 
big transition but, backed up by Joan, Clark came through 
with flying colours. 


JEANETTE MacDONALD and MAURICE 
CHEVALIER 


Who doesn’t know Maurice, the gay and debonair— 
Maurice and his straw hat? Who doesn’t know Jeanette 
MacDonald in her so famous boudoir scenes? -Their 
partnership began when Jeanette MacDonald was chosen to 
play the queen in The Love Parade and we shall see them 
together again in One Hour With You and Love Me To-night. 
The audacious irresponsibility of Maurice and the golden- 
haired loveliness of charming Jeanette are the hall-mark of 
gaiety and laughter. Their coupling on the screen is a guaran- 
tee of hilarity and perhaps an occasional risqué situation. 


RONALD COLMAN and HELEN HAYES 


Arrowsmith is one of the greatest films of the year and it 
gives us Ronald Colman and Helen Hayes together for the 
first time. Ronald Colman has built up his reputation on the 
screen, while Helen Hayes has made her name on the 
American stage. Arrowsmith is based on the novel by 
Sinclair Lewis, a remarkable story, but the film owes much of 
its success to the fine work of the two principals. Ronald 
Colman as the doctor-scientist and Helen Hayes as his wife, 
who sacrifices her life to further his career, make an unfor- 
gettable duo of characterization. 


DOLORES DEL RIO and JOEL McCREA 


The story of Bird of Paradise has been used, in some form or 
another; almost every year in the history of motion pictures, 
but never before with the romance and splendour of setting 
which go to make this film such a momentous achievement. 
Dolores del Rio and Joel McCrea have put an abandon into 
their portrayals that gives the film a convincingly exotic 
South Sea atmosphere. The cameramen have worked with 
rare cunning and the director has taken full advantage of 
native talent for his crowds. Dolores makes of Luana, a 
native princess, a creation of beauty and charm.

NEIL HAMILTON and CONSTANCE BENNETT 
Constance the glamorous, the aloof, becomes Constance 
the woman, who laughs and raves and fights. Can you 
imagine it? But wait until you see What Price Hollywood ¢ 
in which her newest partner is Neil Hamilton. This picture 
is a satire on the inside life of Hollywood and the making 
of a star. Both Constance and Neil have done good work 
before but nothing so good as this. So successful is this 
combination that they are playing together again in Two 
Against the World, recently completed by Warner Brothers. 
In this film, Constance is as beautifully gowned as ever. 


GRETA GARBO and RAMON NOVARRO 


Greta again—Greta the glamorous, the mysterious, the 
lovely—and Ramon Novarro, the Valentino successor who 
has really come to rival the popularity of that great figure. 
Mata Hari gives us our first opportunity of seeing the com- 
bination of the dark, sleek Ramon and the exotic beauty of 
Garbo. ‘The pairing could be nothing but a success and we 
are not disappointed. Greta gives us a perfect picture of the 
evolution of siren to saint and Ramon, as the lover who 
believes in her until the end, has worked up a very excellent 
characterization. 


ELIZABETH ALLAN and IVOR NOVELLO 

This screen partnership is a new cne—thcy play together 
in The Lodger for the first time—but it promises to be so suc- 
cessful as to assume permanence. ‘Two years ago, Elizabeth 
Allan was unknown ; her rise to screen fame has been remark- 
able for its steadiness, until to-day she is a personage in 
British films. Ivor Novello has been at the top of the ladder 
for some time now, both as actor and playwright. He has 


been in Hollywood for two years but has just returned to 
continue his most successful career on the British screen and 


stage. 
SALLY EILERS and JAMES DUNN 

Sally and Jimmy make another popular pair. Bad Girl, 
which marked James Dunn’s change-over from stage to 
screen, made an epoch in films. Its characters were cast in no 
heroic mould, but were ordinary people living ordinary lives. 
That such a story could have box-office qualities was ably 
demonstrated by Frank Borzage, who so excellently directed 
this first partnership for James Dunn and Sally Eilers, a 
partnership. which has carried through to Dance Team and 
Over the Hill, and which is to continue through the forth- 
coming producing season. James Dunn’s truly infectious 
smile and Sally’s live and sparkling vivacity make a com- 
bination hard to beat. 


GARY COOPER and TALLULAH BANKHEAD 


Gary, Hollywood’s most eligible and sought-after bachelor 
and Tallulah, of the compelling eyes and attractively husky 
voice, act together for the first time in The Devil and the Deep. 
Although Tallulah was born in America, she has built up her 
reputation on the British stage and has gone to Hollywood 
for the first time with an established name, which has brought 
her starring parts immediately. Gary’s work in Morocco, in 
City Streets and in I Take This Woman, lingers in the memories 
of his admirers, a tribute to his virile personality. 


NORMA SHEARER and ROBERT MONTGOMERY 


Their Own Desire, The Divorcee, Strangers May Kiss and 
Private Lives—a list of an increasingly successful partnership. 
Private Lives, the film of the equally successful Noel Coward 
play, is a riot, with honours shared between the wit of the 
author and the superb acting of Norma Shearer and Robert 
Montgomery. Norma herself is one of the most popular 
actresses on the screen to-day and Robert Montgomery has, 
by hard work and talent and charm of manner, made for 
himself during the past two years a name almost as well known 
as hers. 


HAROLD HUTH and JOAN BARRY 


A big British pairing is that of petite and lovely Joan 
Barry and dark sardonic Harold Huth. Their first film 
together was The Outsider, the outstanding success of which 
led to big parts for both. Then came The First Mrs. Fraser, 
and finally Rome Express and Sally Bishop, which have not yet 
been shown. In the intervals between their teaming, each 
has done good work in other films—Joan in Ebb Tide, 
Man of Mayfair and Women Who Play, and Harold in The 
Flying Squad, A Honeymoon Adventure and Aren't We All?— 
but none so good as their work together. 


LORETTA YOUNG and DOUGLAS FAIRBANKS, 
JUN. 


Here is a team of some standing, though not of much 
prominence until I Like Your Nerve. Doug., jun., and 
Loretta have played together before in Fast Life, The Forward 
Pass and Loose Ankles, but not with the success of their 
latest film. Both have light brown hair and blue eyes ; 
and, though Doug. is six teet tall while Loretta is only five 
feet three, they are an almost perfect match. Doug. is a 
great wisecracker and a good chap ; Loretta isa cute little girl 
—and a fine actress. 


SYLVIA SIDNEY and FREDRIC MARCH 


Sylvia of the green eyes and handsome Fredric March 
take their art very setiously. Sylvia has gone from success to 
success—first City Streets, then Her Dilemma, Ladies of the 
Big House, and The Miracle Man. Fredric’s record includes 
The Royal Family of Broadway, Manslaughter, Strangers in Love, 
and Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. The experience which each has 
gained prior to their partnership in Merrily We Go To— gives 
them the ability to deal finely with the strong situations and 
emotional moments in this film. 


GWILI ANDRE and RICHARD DIX

Gwili Andre, discovered by Radio, is a screen newcomer who 
has achieved super-rapid stardom. She looks very like a 
composite Garbo-Dietrich, which gives her a very high 
standard ; but she has begun so well that she co-stars in 
The Roar of the Dragon with Richard Dix, who gives a fine 
performance as the almost chronically inebriated captain of 
a river paddle-boat. Gwili is Natascha, who might be a 
blonde siren, but who is actually a sweet little innocent. 
Watch her. She will repay your interest. 
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
